Hince  the  publication  in  1800  of  Piirt  V.  of  i'rof.  .Tolin 
Mucouii'h  Catalogue  of  Cunadiiiii  Plants  the  gc)()<^ra])liical 
range  of  many  B])e('ies  has  boon  extended,  many  adilitional 
species  have  been  added  to  the  Flora  of  Canada  and  not  a 
few  species  and  varieties  have  been  discovered  that  have 
proved  new  to  science. 

A  record  of  these  later  discoveries  bus  been  kept  by  the 
writer  and  it  is  ])roposed  in  these  papers  to  publish  such 
notes  as  it  is  thought  will  prove  of  genei-al  interest  to 
botanists. 

This  plan  will  exclude  such  facts  as  aie  of  local  intcM-est 
only.  That  a  plant  common  in  various  parts  of  Ontario, 
for  example,  should  have  been  found  in  another  part  in 
which  it  was  not  known  to  {^row,  will  not  be  considered  of 
Bufficient  general  interest  to  be  recorded  bere  but  when  the 
plant  is  quite  new  to  the  country,  of  extreme  rarity,  oi-  of 
very  restricted  distribution  new  stations  for  it  will  he  con- 
sidered worthy  of  record  and  when  possible  its  haliitat. 
mode  of  growth  etc,  will  als(>  be  giver. 
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DcHcripiionH  of  now  HpocicH  will  also  lio  ).iil)li>lu'(l,  and 
wlioio  recent  leviHloiiH  of'yoneia  or  orders  have  made  nolo- 
worthy  chanties  in  tho  noinenclatino  of  Canadian  pNinlH, 
corroctionH  will  l)o  made  in  tho  work  already  done. 

ACONITCM    COLUMHIANUM,    Nutt. 

Tliiw  beautiful  aconite  was  tirst  eolloeted  in  Canada  by 
Mv.  Jus.  MeKv(;y  botwoon  Stiini|)  and  Chaperon  Lakes 
South  of  Kandoops,  H.  C.  Mr.  .McKvoy  deseribe.s  it  as 
growini;  in  rieh  soil  in  open  spaces  between  thickols  and 
UH  being  fre«|uently  found  tliree  feet  in  height.  It  was 
aftei-wards  noted  by  Mr.  .MeKvoy  in  several  localities 
between  the  SpuHnmachoon  or  Shuswap  River  and  where 
it  was  tirst  Ibund  by  lum. 

I^RASSENIA    I'ELTATA,    Tursll. 

Common  in  Kastern  Canada  ;  collected  in  Langlord  Lake, 
Yaicouver  FHlaiid  and  in  ISD.'j  in  Stanley  Park,  V^mcoiiver. 
H.  C,  not  before  recorded  from  Western  Canada. 

CaRDAMINE  IJEI.LIDIFOLIA,    Linii. 

Until  18!)0  this  little  cross  had  not  been  collected  in 
Canada  since  the  time  of  Franklin's  Second  .lourney  when 
it  was  found  in  the  Rocky  Mountains  by  Drummond  and 
the  arctic  regions  l)^'  Dr.  Jlichardson.  In  1S!)0  it  was  dis- 
covered by  the  writer  on  .\valanche  Mt.  near  Roger's  I'ass 
in  the  Selkirk  Mountains,  H.  ('.,  at  7,50(>  ft.  altitude.  Hnt 
live  specimens  in  all  were  found,  none  of  them  e.xceedin"- 
an  inch  in  height.  Th'^y  were  growing  in  mud  close  to  a 
rock  over  which  water  continually  trickled.  A  few  spe- 
cimens of  this  species  were  also  lound  by  I'rof,  Maeoun  on 
•Mt.  Aylmer,  Devil's  Lake,  iiocky  .Mts.  in  ISHl,  alt.  «()()(»  ft. 

Lei'Edfum  oxycarpu.m,  T.  A:  G. 

Specimens  of  a  i-educed  form  of  this  plant  were  collected 
in  lSi»3  by  Trof.  Maeoun  at  Cadboro  Bay  near  Victoria 
Van.

Collect(-d  hy  .Mr.  Alex.  \Vhei-ry  of  Windsor,  Out.  in 
iH'.t;}.  Mr.  Wherry  writes; — "  It  is  found  in  low  rich, 
^wampy  ground  generally  meadows  aiid  pastures,  ahout 
2  miles  west  of  Sandwi(di.  Ont.  ;  also  within  half  mile  of 
Windsoi',  Ont.  (,>uite  common  in  these  places  hut  not  met 
with  elsewh-'ie  iiy  me.'' 

This  sjx'cies  is  credited  to  Canadu  in  Torrev  i\:  (} ray's 
{"'lora  and  in  Hooker's  Flora  hut  no  localities  are  mentioned. 
Both  this  and  the  next  sijccies  are  common  in  .Michiiran 
and  that  they  have  heen  so  recently  found  on  the  Canadian 
side  of  the  Detroit   Ifiver  in   a  region   that   has  heen  well 
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holjitii/.od   may  go  to  hIiow    (liut  thoy  arc  oxloiiding   iheir 
liinitN. 

LUDWIdlA    PdLYCAlll'A,  SllOI't  it   Petol'. 

Found  by  Prof.  Macoun  in  18!tl,  growing  in  ditchos  and 
akyig  tlio  railway  truck  neai-  Amlior.sibiirg,  Ont. 

(JRINDELIA    SQl  ARR08A,  DuVul. 

This  common  pi'uirio  plant  lias  lu'conic  naliirali/.cd  in  tlio 
vicinity  of  Skead's  .Mills  near  Ottawa,  Ont.,  wlicrc  it  was 
found  Ity  Mr.  Wni.  Scott  in  1H90,  llio  .stH'd  having  boon 
doiil)tless  liroiijflit  from  the  west  either  in  grain  or  attached 
to  cars  of  the  Canadian  Pacific  JJailway. 

Ai'i.oPAiM'iJs   Lyai.mi,  (iiay. 

This  plant  is  probably  to  be  found  on  most  of  the  higher 
mountains  in  Uritish  Columbia  but  was  overlooked  until 
IH'JU,  when  it  was  collected  in  the  (Jold  Iftmgo  by  .Mi-.  Jas. 
.'IcKvoy  and  by  the  writer  on  a  iiigh  mountain  near 
K'cking  Horse  Lake  in  the  liocky  .Mountains. 

That  It  was  not  collected  l)elbre,  is  i  believe  to  bo 
attributed  to  its  close  i-esemblanee  to  a  form  of  Solidnyo 
vtidtiradiata  rar.  sropulorimi,  (jfdi/,  Common  on  all  .the 
mountains  in  British  Columbia  with  which  it  was  growing 
when  found  b}'  me.  With  it  Aplopiip/ms  Jinin<lc(/ci  also 
>rvi'\v  and  it  was  while  collecting  specimens  of  this  plant 
that  I  noticed  what  a|)peared  to  be  two  forms  of  the 
Solida(/o  I'cfei-red  to.  but  one  of  which  [iroved  on  examin- 
ation to  be  A.  LyaWi. 

This  species  wus  again  found  by  Prof.  .Macoun  in  August, 
18!»l,  in  abundance  on  the  mountains  ai-ound  \ii\\n'  .\gnes, 
neai-  Laggan,  liocky  .Mountains. 

Aster  stenomeres,  Gi-ay. 

Until  1890  confined,  so  far  as  known,  to  Idaho  and 
Montana.  In  that  year  young  plants  were  found  by  Prof. 
Macoun  on  a  mountain  near  the  Columbia  IJiver  at  Sproat, 
15.  C,  they  woi-e  brought  to  camj),  placed  in  water  and  at 
the  end  of  a  week  wei-e  In  full  bloom.
